OLK VK I. AND, Aug. JU.—A prominent 
coal operator in tile Pittsburg district 
said that the miners’ strike would prob­ 
ably be settled, temporarily at least, 
within tho next 3*i hours. 
The opera­ 
tors have been quietly negotiating with 
tile m iner* off hers since tho adjourn­ 
ment of the Pittsburg conference, aud 
a settlem ent is believed to be close at 
baud. The operators offered to nay the 
men 64 cents a ton, pending arbitration, 
if the m iners would consent to such an 
arrangem ent, with the distinct under­ 
standing that the arbitrator* could not 
fix a price below HO cents or above HH 
cents. 
President Ratohford made a counter 
proposition for arbitration, stipulating 
that the men be paid Hi* cents a ton, 5 
cents of that price to be turned over to 
a trustee or trustees and t i be held un­ 
til the arbitration is completed and then 
paid to the m iners if the rate is fix“d at 
HU cents. If the rate is fixed below that 
figure then a portion of the amount held 
by the trustees is to be given to the 
miners and the other rebated to the op­ 
erators. 
A telegram was received here from 
President Katchford with respect to 
the operators’ proposition, but it w as 
somewhat 
blind, and 
the operators 
were unable to tell whether he accepted 
the proposition or not. 
If is believed, 
however, that he will consent to arbi­ 
tration. aud it is expected that work at 
the m ines will be resum ed before the 
close of the week.

W a sh ixtto n, Aug. 31.—Involved iii 
the question of the interpretation of 
section 22 of the new tariff law with 
regard to the IU per cent discrim inating 
duty ou for* ign goods com ing into the 
United State* from Canada or Mexico, 
which is now before the attorney gen­ 
eral for decision, is another question of 
equal, if not greater m agnitude. 
Tim-

•scaped public notice, blit it is giving 
the treasury great concern. 
It was re­ 
ferred to the attorney general by Secre­ 
tary Cage for interpretation aloug with 
the other features of section J .' winch 
arc iii controversy. 
It involves the question of whether 
this discrim inating duty of IO per Cent 
does not apply to all goods imported in 
foreign vessels lauding at U nited State* 
ports winch are not exempt 
from dis­ 
crim inating tonnage taxes by express 
treaty stipulation. 
The question arises 
from another slight deviation from the 
language of orevious provisions in sec­ 
tion 22, which, if made intentionally, 
would *eem to indicate that it was de* 
signed to discrim inate against three- 
fourths of all the big traus* Atlantic and 
trails-Pacific steam ship lines, as well as 
many of South American lines. 
In all previous laws the section corre­ 
sponding to section 2*2 of the new law’ . 
after providing for tne IO per cent dis­ 
crim inating duty on goods imported in 
vessels not flying the United States flag 
provides that “ this discrim inating duty 
shall not apply to goods, w ares or mer­ 
chandise w hich shall be imported in 
vessels not of the United States entitled 
at the tim e of such im portation by 
treaty or act of congress to be entered 
in ports of the United States on the 
payment of the same duties as shall 
then be payable on goods, etc , imported 
in vessels of the I mted States. 
The 
new law om its “ acts of congress, aud 
substitutes “ convention,” so as to make 
it read not exempt by “ treaty of con­ 
vention.” 
It is in pursuance of an act of con­ 
gress (sec 422ti) that presidents in the 
past have, by procian anon, exempted 
tne vessels of many countries trom this 
discrim inating duty. 
The 
question 
now before the attorney is whether the 
omission of the words “ act of congress’’ 
does not repeal section 4*228. 
lf it does 
it will strike a trem endous blow at all 
foreign lines now exempt by presiden­ 
tial pi ©clamation, and confine the ex­

More than that, all goods shipped in 
British vessels not tile product or m an­ 
ufacture of G reat B ritain ’s European 
possessions, even though shipped from 
English, Scotch or Irish ports, will be 
subject to the discrim inating duty.

Louis Leutgcrt produced som ething 
of a sensation In concluding his testi­ 
mony and, it is believed, caused coun­ 
sel for the prosecution to regret having 
placed hun on the stand. He recounted 
how he had gone to a circus on the 
evening of Ins m other’s disappearance 
Hi' returned about 10:80 and found his 
mother, to whom he described what In* 
had seen ut the circus.

iii this conversation, he said. his father 
entered the room and ordered him to 
bed. 
Later, he said he heard his father 
descending the rear stairw ay iii the di­ 
rection of the sausage factory.

that over 500 houses bud been inuu-i 
dated or washed aw ay.

been drowned or seriously injured.

w as reported from Hosoku that coal 
m ines there were Hooded by an over­ 
flowing river, drow ning over loo m in­ 
ers. 
fi’he governor of N igata prefecture 
rcjxirts that the A rakaw a river rose -Hi 
feet. 
In Noyetzu 1,500 houses were 
Hooded and JIO people killed or injured. 
'The water rose so rapidly that over HIK)! 
people were afloat in their houses be­ 
fore they knew w hat had happened. 
'They were all rescued with Iwmts. 
Farther down the sam e river ’JO boats 
w ere swept aw ay, most of them having 
people 
aboard. 
At 
fi’akata several 
scores of houses were washed aw ay 
or wrecked aud J,OOO were filled with 
wafer. 
N early 
700 
houses 
were 
wrecked and inundated in other towns 
in the prefecture. 
Reports from the province of Biku- 
seen state that im m ense waves rolled 
in 45 minutes after the earthquake and 
Hooded 18 fishing villages.

He 
went over the miners strike from its 
inception to the present day, aud dw elt 
particularly upon “ government by in ­ 
junction .” 
He pleaded for prompt 
action, aud. coming to the point of hts 
argum ent, advocated a special session 
of congress as the Inuit and, in tact, the 
ouly relief. “ I believe,’ ’said Mr. R atch ­ 
ford, “ a special session of congress is 
necessary to define the rights of the 
people of this country, if they have 
any. 
I believe if sufficient time were 
given the president of 
the U nited 
States will call a special session of con­ 
gress to act on th em attero f injunctions 
and find some means of relief from the 
existing troubles in the lulx>r world. 
“ In case of refu sal,” said Mr. K atch­ 
ford. im pressively, after an outburst of 
cheering had subsided, “ it will then be 
tim e to consider more extreme inca*- 
tires. 
I am iu favor, if the president 
refuses to call congress together, of a 
complete paralysis of business. 
I be­

He believed this would lie the last con­ 
vention to be held under present con­ 
ditions aud that the crucial test now 
confronted organized labor. 
Mr. Mahon of Detroit said a resolu­ 
tions committee was useless. 
The con­ 
vention should vote on K atchford’s 
proposition and then go home.

In the mad rush for Klondike gold 
men are already starviug to death. Of 
the thousands now hastening to Alaska 
many will never return. 
Their b ones 
will b leaoh under the snows of the 
deadly passes. 
Gold there is m plenty, b ut it is not 
easily ob tained. 
And this is not all. 
Starvation, 
disease, 
treacherous 
In ­ 
dians, desperadoes who will commit 
murder for a b iscuit, frightful storms 
and all the peril» of an unknown, in ­ 
hospitab le aud b arren country await 
the inexperienced. 
Men who are ab andoning their homes 
to join the mad scramb le for the uew 
El Dorado should rememb er that once 
they have passed over the gangplank 
of the Alaskan steamer there is no way 
of getting b ack unless they turn ab out 
immediately, while they have money 
for 
transportation 
and strength 
to 
clamb er into the b oat. 
Over the en­ 
trances to White aud Ob ilkat passes 
there might well b e strung the legend, 
“ Who enters here leaves hope b ehind,” 
for it is the sheerest luok if 
a fair per­ 
centage of those going in ever return to 
civilization or live to see fruition of 
their wild hopes. 
One of the clearest accounts of the 
situation at Dyea and Skagguay, where 
several thousand prospectors are oamped 
waiting to get over the divide, was 
given recently b y George L. b isb , a 
prominent grocer of Oakland, Cai., 
who made the trip in order to see 
whether there was any chauoe for rush­ 
ing supplies into the Klondike this fail. 
He found the outlook hopeless. Hessid; 
“ If you waut to do a service to hu­ 
manity, advise men aud women to stay 
away from Dyea and Skagguay. 
The 
day I left Dvea there were three funer­ 
als. Two were those of young men who 
had attempted to cross Dyea river. The 
last funeral was that of a young man 
who had reached the summit of uliil* 
kat pass 
He was entirely out of pro­ 
visions, aud, goaded 
to desperation b y 
starvation, he stole a side of b acom He 
was detected b y two of the party from 
whose outfit he stole and was shot to 
death. 
An inq uest was held, aud the 
verdict was justifiab le homicide. 
“ At least 5,000 people are camped at 
Dvea and Skagguay. and the majority 


will remain there tnrougn tne wuuer. 
Starvation and death will stalk among 
them. 
There are many lawless adven­ 
turers m the two little towns on the 
b leak coast, men and women of a stripe 
who will not hesitate at the commis­ 
sion of any crime when money and food 
b ecome scarce. 
“ I was ashore for nearly three days, 
during which tune Iniadeclose ob serva­ 
tions. 
People who had arrived at Dyea 
two weeks b efore had b een unab le to 
move ow'iug to lack of transportation. 
There were 1,590 people b etween Dyea 
and the summit, aud this 
included 
many women. 
There were ab out 8,500 
from Skagq uay road to Dawson through 
White pass aud down to Lake Benuett. I 
It is impossib le to get through the pass, 
aud there is a swamp of seven or eight 
miles to cross b efore reaching Lake 
Bennett. ” 
Ho said few of the prospeotors had 
the courage to advance, aud many had 
no money to return. 
Henry Gab le, an old aud expeneuoed 
miner, who was oue of the first to join 
the rush to the Klondike, has returned 
and tells a story calculated to deter 
others from going uorth in search of 
gold. 
There is hardly a trail in Cali­ 
fornia, Arizona, Nevada or Montana 
with which Gab le is not familiar. 
When the news of the gold strikes 
reached this country, he determined to 
seek his fortune in the Yukon, left his 
mines in Arizona aud weut to San 
Francisco. 
Here he b ought hi* outfit 
aud supplies and left on the Umatilla 
en route for the Klondike via Juneau 
and the Chiikat pass. 
Now he is b ack, 
having aold his outfit, which oost #¿85. 
He learned from many experienced 
mining men at Juneau and farther up 
that it would b e suicide to go b efore 
spring. 
He says: 
“ When we reached Barnum ’s b ay, 
whioh is a little wav from Dyea, I gave 
op the idea. I left the vessel, intending 
to go to work in the Comet mines there 
and wait until next spring, when I in­ 
tended to go into the Klondike I found 
the mines were deserted, as the men 
would not work there at this time of 
the year, owing to the water, which fills 
the ruin**» . 
“ The Alaskan mining men are posi 
tive that nearly a ll who are try ing to 
get to Dawson City will b e frozen up 
en rout« until spring, and their fate is 
Aucerta iu, I will not a nswer for the 
liv es of the ‘teuderfeet’ who are now 
goiug ” 
Thomas Magee, well known as a con­ 
servative b usiness man and a careful 
ob server, who accompanied his sou to 
Dyea, writes from that point to the 
effect that the ignorance displayed b y 
the crowds who are flocking to tb s 
Klondike fields is lamentab le. 
Of tb s 


400 passengers WHO sailed witn mm ou 
the steamer George W. Elder, half of 
whom were from ,San Francisco, not one 
in ¿0 had any definite information as to 
how to readi Ins destination. 
While the routes were well known, 
the details and conditions to b e met 
with wore not considered, most of the 
searchers for wealth hoping to settle all 
doub ts aud uncertainties when 
they 
reached Juneau. Instead, however, fur­ 
ther confusion was created b y the ap­ 
palling statement» that theie were only 
two routes, each of which necessitated 
the encountering of almost insurmount­ 
ab le difficulties. 
There were plenty of 
advocates for b oth routes at Juneau, b ut 
most of them were found to b e interest 
ed parties.—Chicago Tunes-Herald. 


F.lectrie Railroad Statistic*. 
Electric railways in Europe formed 
the sub ject of some interesting statistics 
recently emb odied in a report sent to 
the United .States government b y Vice 
Consul J. F. Monaghan, at Chemnitz, 
Germany. According to these, the num ­ 
b er of 
such railways was increased 
during the year 1895 from 70 to 111, 
while the total length was raised from 
ab out 435 to 500 miles, the numb er ot 
curs from 1,336 to 1,747, aud the horse­ 
power from a little over 18,000 to a lit­ 
tle over ¿5,000. 
Of all the Europeau 
countries, Germany, acoordiug to Mr. 
Monaghan’s figures, stood at the head, 
with ab out ¿50 miles to her credit, and 
au eq uipment of 857 oars aud 7,194 
horsepower.

In the mad rush for Klondike gold 
men are already starving to death. Of 
the thousands now hastening to Alaska 
many w ill never return. 
Their bones 
will bleach under the snows of the 
deadly passes. 
Gold there la in plenty, but it is not 
easily obtained. 
Aud this is not all. 
Starvation, disease, 
treacherous 
In­ 
dians, desperadoes who will commit 
murder for a biscuit, frightful storms 
and all the perils of an unknown, in 
hospitable aud barren country await 
the inexperienced. 
Men who are abandoning their homes 
to join the mad scramble for the new 
El Dorado should remember that once 
they have passed over the gangplank 
of the Alaskan steamer there is no way 
of getting back unless they turn about 
immediately, while they have money 
for 
transportation 
and strength 
to 
clamber into the boat. 
Over the en 
trances to White and Ghilkat passes 
there might well be strung the legend, 
“ Who enters here leaves hope behind,” 
for it is the sheerest luck if a fair per­ 
centage of those going in ever return to 
civilisation or live to see fruition of 
their wild hopes. 
One of the clearest accounts of the 
situation at Dyea and Skagguay, where 
several thousand prospectors are camped 
waiting to get over the divide, was 
given recently by George L. Fish, a 
prominent grocer of Oakland, Cal., 
who made the trip in order to see 
whether there was any chance for rush­ 
ing supplies into the Klondike this fall. 
He found the outlook hopeless. He said. 
“ If you waut to do a service to hu­ 
manity, advise men aud women to stay 
away from Dyea and Skagguay. 
The 
day I left Dvea there were three funer­ 
als. Two were those of young men who 
had attempted to cross Dyea river. The 
last funeral was that of a young man 
who had reached the summit of Chil* 
kat pass 
He was entirely out of pro­ 
v isio n s, aud, goaded to desperation by 
starvation, be stole a side of harem He 
was detected by two of the party from 
whose outfit be stole and was snot to 
death. 
An inquest was held, aud the 
verdict was justifiable homicide. 
“ At least 5,000 people are camped at 
Dvea and Skagguay, and the majority 


will remaiu there throagn tne winter. 
Starvation and death will stalk among 
them. 
There are many lawless adven­ 
turers in the two little towns on the 
bleak coast, men and women of a stripe 
who will uot hesitate at the commis­ 
sion of any crime when money and food 
become scarce. 
“ I was ashore for nearly three days, 
during which time I made close observa­ 
tions. 
People who had arrived at Dyea 
two weeks before had been unable to 
move owing to lack of transportation. 
There were 1,500 people between Dyea 
and the summit, aud this included 


1 many women. There were about 8,500 
from Skagquay road to Dawson through 
White pass aud down to Lake Bennett. 
It is impossible to get through the puss, 
aud there is a swamp of seven or eight 
miles to cross before reaching Lake 
Bennett. ” 
He said few of the prospectors had 
I the courage to advance, and many had 
I no money to return. 
Henry Gable, au old and experienced 
miner, who was oue of the first to join 
the rush to the Klondike, bas returned 
and tells a story calculated to deter 
others from going north in search of 
gold. There is hardly a trail rn Cali­ 
fornia, Arizona, Nevada or Montana 
with which Gable is not familiar. 
! 
When the news of the gold strikes 
reached this country, he determined to 
seek his fortune in the Yukon, left his 
mines in Arizona and weut to Han 
Francisco. 
Here he bought hi* outfit 
aud supplies aud left on the Umatilla 
en route for the Klondike via Juneau 
and the Chilkat pass. 
Now he is back, 
having sold his outfit, which cost $285. 
He learned from many experienced 
mining men at Juneau and farther up 
that it would be suicide to go before 
spring. 
He says: 
“ When we reached Barnum'a bay, 
which is a little wav from Dyea, I gave ; 
up the idea. I left the vessel, intending 
to go to work in the Comet mines there 
aud wait nntil next spring, when I in­ 
tended to go into the Klondike. I found 
the mines were deserted, aa the men 
would not work there at this time of 
the year, owing to the water, which fills 
the mines. 
“ Tho Alaskan mining men are peri 
rive that nearly all who are trying to 
get to Dawson City will be frozen up 
en route until spring, aud their fate is 
lucertaiu. 
I will not answer for the 
lives of the ‘tenderfeet’ who are now 
going ” 
Thomas Magee, wo Ii known as a con­ 
servative business man and a careful 
observer, who accompanied his son to 
Dyea, writes from that point to the 
effect that the ignorance displayed by 
the crowds who are flocking to the 
Klondike fields is lamentable. 
Of the 


400 passengers woo sal lea witn nim ca 
the steamer George W. Elder, half of 
whom were from Hail Francisco, not one 
in 20 bad any definite information as to 
how to reach his destination. 
While the routes were well known, 
the details and conditions to be met 
with were not considered, most of the 
searchers for wealth hoping to settle all 
doubts aud uncertainties when 
they 
reached Juneau. Instead, however, fur­ 
ther confusion was created by the ap- I 
palling statements that theie were only 
two routes, each of which necessitated 
the encountering of almost insurmount­ 
able difficulties. There were plenty of 
advocates for both routes at Juneau, but 
most of them were found to be interest 
ed parties.—Chicago Times-Herald.
